LONDON 
IN WAR. 


The Strategic Taloo of a Connecticut City 


In th« Defense of Mew Torfc. 


Navy officers who have studied the 


region have often and urgently prettied 
upon their department the importance Of 
developing the station at New London 
and making it efficient. One must ad- 
mire their energy and faithfulness in 
continuing to lay before their superiors 
the vital importance of strengthening 
this strategic base in the outer defense 
of New York in the face of long, con- 
tinued pigeonholing of reports. That 
their anxiety iff not unfounded becomes 
plain when we consider that Great 
Britain has a powerful station at' Bali- 
fax, 
from which, if so disposed,, ahe 


could hurl her thunderbolts of maritime 
war upon this unprotected spot at very 
short notice, precisely as she could 
strike our South Atlantic coast from the 
Bahamas. She may never even wish to 
do either thing, but isn't it rather fool- 
ish to remain unprepared for the blow 
when we have ample resources for'es- 
tablishing a guard against it? 


The amount of trade that passes 


through Long Island sound coastwise is 
hardly conceived of by the majority of 
citizens. It amounts to a great many 
million dollars' worth a year, and all 
this trade could be paralyzed by a quick 
stroke from a foreign navy. In 1880 the 
entire munitions of war manufactured 
in the United States amounted to $11,- 
000,000. Of this total, $9,000,000 worth 
was manufactured in Connecticut alone. 
A foreign fleet in the sound, therefore, 
would be able to deprive us of our main 
source of munitions without even at- 
tempting to attack New York. 


Cut off a city's supply of air and what 


would it matter whether that city sur- 
rendered or not? Shut off from New 
York in war time nine elevenths of the 
material it needed for war and it would 
be as helpless as a city without air to 
breathe. But this is not all. Au enemy 
in the sound could cut at New London 
and again at New Haven, the chief lines 
of land communication and railroad 
transportation between New England 
and New York.

who wore caught smuggling 
woolen 


goods into the country, have paid $70,- 
000 into the United States Treasury. 
This, it ia supposed, will satisfy the 
claims against them, and it is belUved 
the ciTil suit will be dismissed. 
One or 


two of the members of the firm have, 
however, been indicted for smuggling, 
but whether, like the boodlers, they will 
be able to get the courts to quash the in- 
dictments, is yet to be determined. 


How long the firm had been engaged, 


through the connivance of dishonest cus- 
tom bouse officials in defrauding the rev- 
enue, is not known to the public, as the 
crookedness was only discovered by ac- 
cident. Last September one of the several 
cases of goods marked cottons fell from 
a dray and burst open. The contents of 
the case proved to be high priced woolen 
goods, on which tbe duty was ten times 
more than on cotton. 
The whole con- 


signment was seized, as were several 
subsequent consignments, and all proved 
to be invoiced as inferior goods. 


It was ascertained that D. M. Cashin, 


a Deputy C61lector of Customs at the 
port of San Francisco, inspected the in- 
voices and marked the rases, which were 
to be opened at the custom house to de- 
termine the quality of the goods. 
He 


was thoroughly conversant with the bus- 
iness and never made a mistake. 
He in- 


variably marked for inspection the few 
boxes of cotton goods which came with 
each connignment. 


Deputy Cashin was one of the most 


patriotic Republicans in San Francisco. 
Ho was prominent ia political clubs and 
conspicuous in political parades. As be- 
came a custom house officer, he contrib- 
uted liberally to campaign funds, de- 
nounced the opposition as free traders 
who would ruin the country and bring 
wag's down to the level of tha pauper 
prices of Europe. Mr. Cashin's strong 
card since the bloody shirt bugaboo 
ceased to frighten intelligent people, has 
been "protection to American indus- 
tries," and his method of protecting them 
was to admit high-priced woolens, on 
which there is a high tariff, as ch?ap cot- 
tons, on which the duty is merely iomi- 
nal. Though a sworn officer of the 
Government, paid a hnndsume salary for 
protecting not only the revenue, but the 
merchants who honestly paH it on their 
invoices, no attempt, so far as ia known, 
has been made to prosecute him, though 
his crime certainly deserves severer pun- 
ishment than that of Newbr-rger, Reiss & 
Co.

Senator Plumb was born in Delaware 


county, Ohio, October 12, 1837. Here- 
ceived a common school education and 
learned the art of printing. In 1856 he 
removed to Kansas, where he was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1861. In 1862 he was a 
member of the Legislature. He entered 
the army aa Second Lieutenant of tbe 
Eleventh Kansas Infantry and served suc- 
cessfully as Captain, Major and Lieuten- 
ant Colonel of that regiment. 
He 
WAS 


elected United States Senator to succeed 
James M. Harvey and took his: seat March 
4. 1877. He was re-elected in 1883 and 
again in 1888.

State in the Senate, be was an ardent ad- 
vocate ot free coinage and introduced a 
bill for that purpose, which passed the 
Senate .and was defeated in Mr. Heed's 
House of Representatives. He was one ot 
those of four Republican Senators who 
opposed the MoKinley bill.

Making the Bight Shade. 


Those who have sought in vain for 


laces to match tbe color of silk on lamp 
shades and other decorative articles may 
be able to produce the right shade by 
using some of the French tapestry dyes. 
One should experiment ou t, bit of lace, 
first to see if the dyes are properly 
thinned, so as to get the desired shade. 
Any of the thin laces in silk or cotton 
take the dyes nicely, Point d'Esprit anc 
German Valenciennes looking very vrel 
when treated with the yellow shades. 
In the Valenciennes several delicate tints 
may be used on the light and the heavy 
part of the lace, bringing out the design 
with excellent effect. In preparing lace 
for the dye, brush and press it carefully, 
then stretch it upon a board, laying sev 
eral thicknesses of paper underneath. 
Dip a small bristle brush in the dye anc 
lay it on freely. When nearly dry, lay 
the lace on a padded bwrd and presa 
with a hot iron.—New York Post.
